STUDENT UNION BECOMES REALITY 



Very recently, a donor, who prefers to remain 
anonymous, presented the students with one million 
dollars with which to have a Union Building erected. 
Previous to this there had been set up, at the insti- 
gation of the McGill Senate Development Commit- 
tee, a Macdonald Development Committee, the chair- 
man of this body being Dr, Blackwood, head of the 
Microbiology department. This Macdonald branch 
then proceeded to set up project committees, one 
of these delegated to deal with the Student's Union 
Building. 
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The terms of reference of 
this committee are specifi- 
cally a) To propose a site 
b) To indicate what actual 
physical facilities are requir- 
ed in the Union c) To recom- 
mend the approximate floor 
area which will be required 
for each facility. The chair- 
man of this group is Prof. 
Wilkinson and the other reg- 
ular members are Dr. R.I. 
Brawn, Mr. C.W. Shipley, Dr. 
M. Wright, John Boomgardt, 
and the President of the Stu- 
dent Society. 

The recommendations of the 
Union Committee go first to 
the Macdonald Development 
Committee, and they, if there 
is nothing radically amiss, 
pass it on to the Senate De- 
velopment Committee. After 
approving the report an archi- 
tect is appointed who is asked 
to render preliminary sketch- 
es, after Senate approval of 
these final blueprints are 



made and are then passed on 
to the Board of Governors 
who along with Senate gave the 
project the green light. The 
plans are now put into the 
hands of the Director of Phy- 
sical Plant, who works in lia- 
son with the architect in get- 
ting the construction under- 
way. 

This way, too many people 
conjure up visions of inter- 
minable meetings and delays 
resulting in the eventual sub- 
mergement of the project in a 
state of indecision, but seeing 
that the Senate Development 
meets on approximately Dec 
7 and two weeks after that, if 
the Union Committee can pre- 
sent accurate and realistic 
proposals to them at that time 
our Union may become a real- 
ity in a comparatively short 
time. 

One of the biggest problems 
facing the Committee is in try- 
ing to arrive at conclusions 



what conveniences the building 
should actually provide. This 
they hope to overcome by get- 
ting Students' Council to cir- 
culate to all students a ques- 
tionnaire, (this was also done 
last year) and by notifying all 
campus organizations to sub- 
mit to Council in writing the 
projected needs of their indi- 
vidual societies. Information 
is also being sought further 
afield from other North Ame- 
rican and English Universit- 
ies. 

The effective accomplish- 
ment of this committee's task 
is therefore only possible with 
your cooperation and is func- 
tioning only because of you for 
the advantage of students; the 
completion of questionnaire 
forms should therefore be un- 
dertaken with considerable 
deliberation.

But while the extent to 
which some students shut themselves :off from the wider experiences 
of these years is amazing, and frustrating in the extreme to the oc 
tivities organizers, there are at the other end of the scale the lead, 
ers, the initiators, the workers, who really make the place tick. 

The bookworms enjoy a position of doubtful respect on campus. 
It is generally felt that they are just selfish old stick-in-the-muds, 
unwilling to give of themselves and blind to any challenge outside 
of their books. We are not going to try to justify them. W/iafever their 
academic record, in many ways they have failed at college. 

But at the Annual Assembly last week, there were other people on 
stage to receive awards.

Vigorous and conscientious people with profes- 
sional competence are desparately needed and the world looks to its 
universities to provide them. So beforemaking all thosecommitments, 
don't limit your usefulness to this year and the next. Take the long 
view the view that embraces a lifetime.

Dr. Dion's talk centered around the many aspects of wheat 
production in the U.S.S.R.. with numerous interesting compari-

Expressions in IVIodern Music:- 
Wliy Does it Communicate? 

Today composers stand precariously on a precipice trying 
to hold on tenaciously with one hand to the bittersweet edge 
of psycho-accoustics and musical aesthetics while the other 
hand grapples on to the stabling edge of "modern" philosophy. 
While he is attempting to decide which ledge to try, he asks 
himself in hindsight about the phenomenon of Expressionism 
in music in the early part of the twentieth century. Are we 
really over the impact of it? Is there any need to be? 

Expressionism shows itself very strongly in the works of 
Stravinsky. The grating strings in the "Rite of Spring" thrusts 
us into the abstract image of earth's rhythm. The brasses 
and woodwinds move in the torturous, unnatural but wildly 
beautiful linear motions of the mating rites. The emotional 
suspension which we feel in this music stimulates us to con- 
centrate on the influence of our own internal world - our mind. 
Because of the "postivistic" philosophies and more important. 
Existentionalist thought (the summation of which is epitomized 
in Sartre), we desire this tense ambivalence. We wish to thrust 
ourselves into the knowledge of our own solitude and isolation. 
We still feel in the 1960's Impressionism as a point of view 
in all the arts, to be un-real. It holds no sway for us. 

Expressionism in music, therefore, communicates to us in 
its blunt grunt darts of notes and tone clusters. It communicates 
that "Cup of Trembling" feeling in the mind and stirs the pri- 
meval in each of our souls. 

Perhaps then, composers in the sixties should reconsider 
their aims. Expressionism , although, not nearly so widely 
used as at the turn of the century, reflects more our intellec- 
tual and emotional atmosphere than any other style in mqsic. 
That precipice on which the composer stands now will fall in 
a short time. If he chooses net to communicate to our present 
masses, on which ledge will he climb?

CUSO stands for the Canadian University Service Overseas. 
Formed about three years ago the number of CUSO Volunteers 
continually and rapidly increases as it is becoming better 
known. These young people that volunteer, serve as an unoffic- 
ial but important representation of Canada in many foreign 
countries. 

CUSO supplies the volunteers who are first screened by local 
committees, now set up in the major colleges and universities 
across Canada, and then again screened by a National Selec- 
tion Committee. The participating country or organization makes 
the specific requests for definite kinds of volunteer service 
accepting final responsibility both for choosing the volunteer 
and implementing the program. However, CUSO provides orien- 
tation courses in Canada. The host country provides accomo- 
dation and or basic salary, even though it may have to be a 



You may wonder how CUSO 
finances its activities. Well, 
they merrily come from con- 
tributions from business, in- 
dustry, interested groups and 
private individuals. The Ca- 
nadian Government also helps 
by donating the transportation 
of the volunteers overseas 
through the facilities of the 
R.C.A.F. 

To give a more overall pic- 
ture, one must look to other 
countries to see that they al- 
so have national volunteer pro- 
grammes for overseas ser- 
vice. Countries like the USA 
(Peace Corps) France, Bri- 
tain, Australia and Germany 
lead in these services. 

The type of projects are 
varied depending on the coun- 
tries' needs. Useful services 
such as teaching, nursing, 
agriculture and fishing are 
needed. 

To complete the facts one 
must not forget where the 
volunteer work is carried out. 
Places such as Latin Ameri- 
ca, West Indies. India, Laos, 
Vietnam, Africa are gold 
mines for the adventure of 
helping forward the underde- 
veloped. 

This kind of work is an ad- 
venture in understanding other 
peoples, their problems, the
